WASHINGTON, May 18.—Nearly 
the entire day in the Senate was de- 
voted to the pneumatic-tube-system 
service in the Postoffice Appropriation 
Bill. The debate at times was sharp 
and almost personal. The appropria- 
tion was defended by Senators Chand- 
ler, Mason. Carter and Wellington, and 
opposed by Senators Allison, Hale, 
Tillman, Lodge and Wolcott. 

Senator Morgan introduced a reso- 
lution to Investigate the Panama Canal 
Company, and in a speech severely 
criticised that company. Senator Mc- 
Cumber made a speech in favor of the 
retention of the Philippine Islands, 
during which Senator Tillman took is- 
sue with him over the proposition that 
the people of the South were giad the 
Confederacy was unsuccessful. 

For the first time since the rebel- 
lion, the House today passed a meas- 
ure to pay Confederate soldiers for 
losses growing out of the civil war.

RUSSIA BREAKS FAITH. 
ACQUISITION OF MASAMPHO VIO- 
LATES FORMAL PLEDGE. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) _ 

NEW YORK, May 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The Post's London cable 
says that today’s news of Russia's ac- 
quisition of Masampho, in flat defiance 
of her forma! pledge of 1886 not to oc- 
cupy Korean territory under any cir- 
cumstances whatever, creates no small 
stir in political circles. One in close 
touch with ministerial opinion sends 
today a note on the situation, which 
he describes as the gravest which the 
Far East has presented tn recent 
years. This may prove somewhat an

Griggs, the Judiciary Committee of the 
House considered means to deal with 
the Neeley case and like offenses aris- 
ing In Cuba. The need of action was 
requested by the Attorney-General in 
a letter to Chairman Ray of the com- 
mittee, in which he said: 
“Recent offenses of a criminal nature 
committed by an employé of the postal 
service in Cuba, who has fied from 
justice there and taken refuge In the 
United States, make it my duty to call | 
your attention to the fact that the 
application of the present exradition 
laws of the United States is In a con- 
dition of doubt and uncertainty which 
make it embarrassing to the Depart- 
ment of Justice to secure the prompt 
return of such offenders to the jJurisdic- 
tion in which the crime is committed, 
and in wich they should be tried. 
“Tt is obvious that the laws of the 
United States ought to provide a sure 
and speedy return of fugitives from 
justice who flee from Cuba and seek 
refuge in the United States. I have 
drafted an act which will make the 
course of procedure in such matters 
sure and certain and I respectfully ask 
that it be considered by your commit- 
tee, and if found expedient that it be 
moeesoese and passed as speedily as 
b se 


The Attorney-General's bill, besides 
providing for extradition In the case 
of all felonies and other crimes, past 
and future, against the penal code or 
the laws in force on the Island of Cuba, 
contains a section relating to extradi- 
tion of fugitives between the States 
and Territories and the islands In the 
sions of the United States under 
the Treaty of Paris. 

The discussion before the committee 
took a wide range covering the status 
of. those officials who are performing 
civil functions while the island ts un- 
der military control.

ELECTRIC STIMULATION. 


A PHYSICIAN DESCRIBES ITS EF- 
FECTS ON MUSCLE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, May 1i12.—Conditions 
are constantly arising particularly in 
connection with the giving of expert 
medical testimony in courts of justice, 
in which the ignorance of the ordinary 
practitioner as to the physiological ef- 
fect of electric currents is manifested 
In a surprising way. Many doctors 
who use electricity on their patients 
have the haziest possible ideas as to 
the scientific process involved; they 
know by experience that it will cure 
certain ailments, but why or wherefore 
is a matter on which they are little 
disposed to spend time or trouble. For 
the benefit of such members of the 
profession, Dr. H. Lewis Jones has de- 
scribed how a muscle behaves under 
electrical stimulation. A simple shock, 
such as a single discharge of an in- 
duction coll or of a condenser, or a 
spark from the prime condenser of a 
static machine, causes a single mus- 
cular twitch, which within certain Iim- 
its is proportionate to the energy of 
the discharge. The contraction lasts 
about one-tenth of a second. A rapid 
succession of shocks causes a sticces- 
sion of contractions, which become 
fused so that the muscle enters into a 
permanent state of contraction which 
lasts as long as the stimuli are applied. 

When the current is applied to a 
nerve the muscles corresponding with 
the nerve are contracted, and when 
the stimull are applied to the muscle 
itself, it is through the agency of its 
nerves that the stimulation acts. 
When a continuous current 's em- 
ployed the process is varied. There is 
a twitch at the moment of closing the 
circuit through the nerves or mus- 
cle.

“THE WOMAN, SHE DID 


County Jail Prisoner's Story 
Of Marital Afflictions. 


McCoy Tells How He Came to Be Charged 
With Assault to Kill His Wife. 


Charles B. McCoy, the Southern Pa- 
cific brakeman, who is now locked up 
in the County’ Jail, awaiting a prelim- 
inary examination at Newhall on a 
charge of assault with intent to mur- 
der his young wife, Irmgarde, tells 
@ glib story of how it all happened, 
and calmly lays the fault upon the 
woman. 

“Eve, she did it,” is the burden of 
his woe. But as far as the criminal 
charge is concerned, he considers the 
circumstances leading up to it such 
that he will be quickly released at his 
preliminary examination. Mrs. McCoy 
was covered with blood when he was 
arrested, but it was from a wound ac- 
cidentally inflicted over his own eye, 
he says, while he was taking her to 
task for some fancied infidelity. 

McCoy told his whole story in the 
‘County Jail yesterday and it was a 
long one. It is a tale of trouble cov- 
ering a period of almost three years— 
ever since they were married.

NORRIS SUES HIS WIFE. 
WANTS HIS PROPERTY BACK. 


Andrew Cozad Norris filed a com- 
plaint in the Superior Court yesterday 
against his wife. Norma Stuhr Cogad 
Norris, asking that she be required to 
convey to him $2500 worth of property, 
which, he alleges, she is simply holding 
in trust for him. 

Norris was formeriy a partner in the 
dog-show business with his brother. 
They traveled under the firm name of 
Norris Bros., and held forth in this 
city several weeks ago with a dog and 
pony exhibition. Norris married his 
wife In Orange county last December. 
He owns property in this county and 
he now alleges that the $2600 paid for 
it was his own separate property and 
earned by him prior to his marriage. 
He conveyed it to his wife, he says, 
who agreed to hold it in trust for him 
and convey it back whenever he should 
request her to do #0. 

But, it seems, she has forgotten 
about any such agreement. Since Apri! 
26 he has at different times made a de- 
mand for the return of the property, 
and she is alleged to have refused. 

For more than thirty days past, Nor- 
ris says in his complaint, Mrs. Norris 
has been almost continuously intoxi- 
cated, has abandoned his home and 
will not live with him, preferring to 
spend the greater part of her thme in 
the company of lewd and dissolute 
persons of both sexes, and has spent 
large sums of money in riotous living. 

Norris now alleges that his wife has 
threatened to dispose of the property 
and convert the proceeds thereof to 
her own use, wherefore he asks the 
court to interpose and compel her to 
disgorge. 

HABEAS CORPUS INVOKED. 

ALBERT BELL NOW IN JAIL. 

Albert Bell, the young fellow who 
was held to answer for forgery by 
City Justice Austin on Thursday un- 
der $2000 bonds, was before Judge 
Smith yesterday afternon on habeas 
corpus proceedings, but the hearing 
was continued until Wednesday morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock.

Bell is charged with forging the 
name of his father, Horace Bell, Esq., 
to a check. Bell, Sr.. was out of the 
city and could not testify at the exam- 
ination. Rogers now the point 
that there can be nothing In the testi- 
mony to show that the father did not 
sign the disputed signature: or that, 
if he took the stand, he would not ac- 
knowledge the handwriting as his 
own. The attorney claims to have three 
authorities directly In line on this po- 
sition.

The 
court's sentence was a heavy one. 

“You represent a class of young’ 
men, Colan,” said Judge Smith, before 
he announced the judgment of the 
court, “who seem bent on doing 
wrong—and that continually. It is as- 
tounding that you, In this age of free- 
school advantages, should turn your 
back on all opportunities and persist 
in being bad—thoroughly bad.” 

Colan began to feel that he was in 
for it, and smiled faintly. 

“I don't know why tt is.” continued 
the court. “But the law must be kept: 
we must have order. People have a 
right to feel they can live in peace, 
and you and your class must be made 
to learn that you cannot ride rough- 
shod over the rights and privileges of 
other people.” 

To facilitate the robbery Colan had 
brutally assaulted Leach, who was 
drunk, to a state of insensibility. 

“It is the judgment of this court,” 
concluded Judge Smith, “that you be 
confined In the penitentiary at Gan 
Quention for a period of eight years.” 

Colan was astounded, and for a min- 
ute gat glancing about the courtroom 
with the fragments of a smile working 
over his features, “That was a heavy 
blow, waan't it?’ he remarked, as he 
left for lt in the custody of a 
deputy Bheriff.

AGREEMENT IN A SUTT. 

In the consolidated cases against the

WATER SELLERS AND USERS. 


Their Rights Defined by United 
States Supreme Court. 


Important Decision by Judge Ross Af- 
firmed at Washington. , 


An important opinion regarding the 
rights of water companies and their 
consumers has been handed down by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and a copy of the same was 
received yesterday by ex-Judge John 
D. Works of this city. The case in 
which the opinion is given is that of 
Osborne vs. Ban Diego Land and 
Town Company. The action was be- 
gun on January 4, 188, in the United 
States Circuit Court in Los Angeles. 
On September 14, 1696, a decision was 
rendered by Judge Ross favorable to 
the defendant company. 

The decision received yesterday af- 
firms Judge Ross's opinion, and is 
of great importance to lawyers and 
water companies thro t the State. 
The case, when before Judge Ross, was 
“entitied “Lanning vs. Osborne,” and 
there were two important questions de- 
cided. points passed upon were 
whether a water company and one 
taking water from it could enter into 
a valid water right contract for a con- 
sideration to be paid by the consumer 
to the company, and the other, whether 
a water company has the right, in the 
absence of any action having been 
taken by the boerd of supervisors to 
reéstablish and raise the rates c 
by it for water. It was claimed in that 
case by the consumers that the com- 
pany, ving once fixed a rate to be 
charged for water supplied, could not 
change that rate, but that the consum- 
ers were entitied to water at that price 
forever afterward unless they applied 
to the board of supervisors to have the 
rate changed. 

J Ross held, tn deciding the case, 
that under the lawsof California no 
valid contract for a water right could be 
entered into between a water company 
funnishing water to the public a one 
of its consumers, but that the con- 
sumer was entitled to the water for the

The decree of the 
Circuit Court was that the company 
had the right to make this oy 
and it was given a judgment for the 
amount of the beck rentals from the 
time the change in the rate was made 
by the company. The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States by the defendants, who 
were water takers from the company, 
numbering about two hundred. 


A REAFFIRMATION, 


“The decision of the Supreme Court 
just rendered,” said former Judge 
Works, yesterday, “affirms the judg- 
ment rendered by, Judge Ross in the 
Cireuit Court. It is a very exhaustive 
document, and whether the higher 
court has with him in his po- 
sition that a water-right contract can 
not be legally made, can only be de- 
termined by an examination of the 
opinion. It was claimed by the com-
